The Young Men’s Christian associ­ 
ation in 1903, added to its equipment 
in North America a new building ev­ 
ery six days, 
with a total cost of 
nearly $3,000,(MM), and now has i 17 
such undertakings on Toot with $1,- 
000,000 pledged for more buildings. 
It also paid off nearly half a million 
dollars on debts on property, and re­ 
ceived nearly a quarter ot a 
million 
for endowments. 
The membership 
has so increased in many cities, not­ 
ably in ButTalo and Newark, that new 
and larger buildings have been erected 
ami large branch 
buildings estab­ 
lished where young men center. 
It is 
taking its educational work into fac­ 
tories and industrial plants. 
The 
most notable development in its re 
ligious enterprise has been in its pop­ 
ular noon services in industrial plants. 
Street 
railway association buildings 
have been opened at 
Brooklyn, 
a 
quarry men’s association at Proctor 
Yt , miners’ in Mexico and colored 
coal miners’ ini Iowa, and in new lum­ 
ber towns m|A rkansasand Mississippi. 
In the new railroad association in the 
southwest, 90 percent 
of the male 
population are 
members.

three railroadghuildlngs were opened 
In the year.

gymnasiums have more members than 
any other athletic organization in the 
world. 
The 700 students associations 
have 40,000 members: 198 railroad as­ 
sociations, 02,000; boys’ departments, 
15,000; colored, 7,000, and men of a 
score of nationalities and occupations 
varying from the breaker boy of the 
mines to the classical student in its 
membership.
